The 
commission properly intends that this 
year there shall be no quibbling among 
the players about the division the 
prize money, and that there shall be no 
scalping of tickets.

The commission in’ the future will 
absolutely run the world’s series. It 
will take entire charge of the sale of 


the pasteboards, and will see that regu- 
lar patrons are not, discriminated 
against, as they were in Chicago iast 
year. Moreover, the commission will pass 
a hard and fast rule regarding its dis- 


tribution of the players’ share of the 
receipts. Players. who are eligible to 
Participate in the series, even though 


they have done bench-warming duty all 
season, will get their pro-rata share of 
the prize money. A bit of legislation of 
this kind would have saved a lot of 
baseball scandals last year and kept sev- 
eral athletes from foaming at the mouth 
whenever the name of C. Webb Murphy 
is mentioned. 

No matter what clubs win the major 
league pennants, the first games of the 
1909 world’s championship series will 
be played on Saturday, October 9. The 
American league entrant thus will have 
na four-day rest before being called on 
to battle with the team that lands the 
honors in the senior organization. This 
schedule calls for the Johnsonites — to 
cease battling on Monday, October 4, 
while the Heydlerites will not wind up 
their campaign until three days later. 
Hf the series for the highest honors in 
baseball shuuld happen to be between 
the Cubs and the Athletics, the first 
Baine will be played in Philadelphia on 
Saturday, October 9, and the second in 
Chicago on Sunday, October 10. In or- 
der to make this jump a special train 
will have to be engaged, but this easily 
can be done. It might be a bit hard on 
the athletes to take such a strenuous 
overnight ride, but this is what will be 
done if the Cabs and the Athletics win

TRIBUTE TO SGT. FITZGERALD. 


Tn his intéresting book ‘In Search 
of a Polar Continent,” Alfred H. 


Harrison of England who — several 
years ago made a trip north from 
Edmonton into the Aretie cirele 


makes a number of complimentary re- 
ferences to Sgt. Fitzgerald of the R. 
N.W.M.P. at Hershel! Island, who 
came down from the north last week 
and left dn Saturday night on a visit 
te his old home in Halifax, N.8. In 
one instance where Mr. Harrison re- 
fers to the famine at Herschel] Is- 
land caused by the non-arrival of 
the transports, he writes as followa: 


“Sergeant Fitzgerald came to me 
on two occasions, and offered me 
some rice and oatmeal; but I did 
not feel justified in accepting the 


kind offer, for he and his comrades 
had also bad times ahead of them 
unless the tender were to come in. 
Whilst refusing therefore to take any- 
thing from them, I nevertheless felt 
very much indebted to the sergeant 
for his kindness; nor can I speak too 
highly of the work which this gen- 
tleman accomplished when he was 
at Herschell Island. He had a most 
masterful way of managing both the 
natives and the whale-fishers, which 
is attested by two stories that were 
told me during my sojourn on this 
coast, and I an fully convinced tha’ 
these stories are true throughout 
The first year that the police had a 
station dat Herschell Usfand, Serg- 
eant Fitzgerald was in charge of it, 
and once when the Eskimos had ob- 
tuined some whisky, it got to th 
sergeant’s ears that some half dozen 
of them were drunk in one of the Es 
kimo houses. It was well on inte 
the night when the news came te 
him, but he at once got up and wem 
to this house. The door was fasten- 
ed, and as soon as he attempted to 
enter, the lights inside were put out 
of a sudden and every effort was 
made by inmates to resist the entry. 
Strong man that he is, the sergeant 
ye forced his way in by break- 
ing the door, and immediately he was 
borne to the ground, locked in close 
grapple with one of the most power- 
jul men amongst the Eskimos. Blows 
and kicks were rained upon the brave 
officer, but after a desperate struggle 
he succeeded in hancuffing his assail- 
ont and carrying him off for two 
week's detention, The gecond story 
bears, if possible, still more strik‘ag 
testimony to the sergeants grit. An 
Eskimo to whom he had given a 
timely warning, declared hts° inten- 
tion of shooting the sergeant, and, 
suiting the action to the word, the 
fellow went up to the barracks with 
a pete Fai weg he leveled at the 
tergeant’s head. Apparentl u
